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THE ENGLISH SPARROW 


One of the most common and 
easily recognized birds around the 
city of Palm Springs is the so- 
called English sparrow. The black 
throat-patch of the male, the 
streaked backs of both sexes, and 
their almost fearlessness in for­ 
aging in streets are characteris­ 
tics. They are to be found only 
close to human habitations, never 
out in the unsettled wilds. 
But 
where they do occur, they do so 
in great numbers, causing great 
confusion 
and 
noise wherever 
they forage, roost, or nest. 


The English sparrow is not a 
true sparrow at all but a finch. 
It is classified by ornithologists 
as “Passer domesticus domesti- 
cus.” Its native home is the whole 
of Europe (except Italy), North 
Africa, Syria, Palestine, Persia, 
Arabia, 
India, 
Turkestan, 
and 
French Indo-China. 
But it has 
also been introduced into Canada 
United States, Mexico, temperate 
South America, 
New 
Zealand, 
Australia, South Africa, Hawaii, 
and the Philippines. The initial 
introduction of English sparrows 
into America took place in 1850 
and 1852. Since that time it has 
spread and increased to the point 
of becoming a nuisance. The rea­ 
son for the introduction was as a 
supposed control of the drop- 
worm. 
Hardy and Prolific 


The English sparrow is a hardy 
and prolific bird, nesting in every 
and all types of sites at any time 
of the year. A set of eggs numbers 
from 3 to 7, with an average of 
5 or 6. The period of incubation 
is about 12 days, and after hatch­ 
ing the young birds remain in the 
nest about 10 days. Three or four 
broods, or even more, per year 
are common. Thus one pair may 
raise 15 to 20 young each year! 
While in the nestling stage, the 
young birds are fed insects to the 
am ount of 60% of their total food. 
At this time the English sparrow 
can definitely be said to be bene­ 
ficial to Man, for it does destroy 
a great many obnoxious insect 
pests. However, in the adult stage, 
this bird consumes about 97% 
vegetable matter, most of which 
is composed of grains and seeds. 
The adults, therefore, are detri­ 
mental to Man’s interests and can 
actually cause a great deal of 
harm. 
Young Flock Together 


After leaving the nest, 
the 
young birds are still fed by the 
parents for several more 
days. 
Then the young, on their own 
now, gather together into small 
flocks which gradually increase 
in size during the months of July 
and August. 
Such flocks may 
eventually number thousands. As 
cooler weather comes on, they re­ 
sort to nightly roosting sites in 
protected spots. 
Where winters 
are severe, feather-lined roosting 
places are made. 
It is this ability to withstand 
adverse climatic conditions a n d 
the practice of living in close ap­ 
proximation with humans so as to 
have an ever available food-sup- 
ply, that has enabled the English 
sparrow to become so common in 
areas where it has been intro­ 
duced. Also, it has been found by 
maze-experimentation, that t h e 
bird has a very high rate 
of 
learning and wariness. 
If one parks in a downtown 
street and watches these b i r d s 
foraging along the curb, he will 
be impressed at their 
methodic 
behavior. They leave no object 
uninvestigated. It is always of 
interest to watch them hop up 
onto automobile bumpers to pick 
dead insects from off the radia­ 
tor grills. 


Distributor of Diseases 


The English sparrow has often 
been accused of spreading 
the 
wheat gall nematode, fowl ty ­ 
phoid, 
hog 
c a le ra , 
hoof-and- 
mouth disease, poultry lice a n d 
mites, scale insects, 
and 
gypsy 
moth eggs, but considerably more 
research must be completed be­ 
fore accurate facts can be deter­ 
mined. In all probability this bird 
is no more responsible for t h e 
dissemination of these pests than 
are other common birds. 
It is also generally 
believed 
that wherever the English spar­ 
row comes into competition with 
native species, it will drive them 
away. The birds most commonly 
listed as suffering from this in­ 
vasion are the bluebird, purple 
m artin, robin, house wren, and 
swallow. Further investigation is 
necessitated here also before 
a 
true picture can be formed. 
Natural control of these birds 
is maintained by severe weather 
conditions, 
such as snow, hail, 
wind and rain. Several preda­ 
ceous birds feed upon them when 
available; 
these 
include 
the 
Cooper 
hawk,

METHOD KILLS 


TRAMWAY BILL 


Governor Culberl Olson used 
the pocket veto 
method 
of 
killing the Palm Springs Tram­ 
way bill introduced in the state 
senate by Senator John Phillips 
of Banning. 


The bill, which was a revision 
of one introduced previously in 
the legislature and likewise not 
signed by the Governor, was sup­ 
posed to meet all the objections 
to this first bill. Considerable op­ 
position, however, developed in 
the 
Hemet, 
San 
Jacinto 
and 
Idyllwild area, which feared that 
the opening up of this side of the 
mountains would aversely affect 
that part of the county. 
The bill was designed to pro­ 
vide for the construction of a 
tramway from Palm Springs to 
the San Jacinto mountain winter 
sports area and would have open­ 
ed the San Jacinto mountain park 
to thousands, who are physically 
not able to make the hike to 
view its beauties or not financial­ 
ly able to take a three-day horse­ 
back trip from Idyllwild. 
Since it will be two years be­ 
fore a bill can again be introduc­ 
ed, it is believed that the project, 
which would have 
meant 
the 
spending of millions of dollars in 
this county, is killed for all time.

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ROOKIES IN SKIRTS 


World War I plummeted hundreds of thousands 
of women into business and industry as breadwin­ 
ners because of the critical shortage of men work­ 
ers. 
Today the defense program is beginning to 
sta rt another exodus of women from homes and 
non-defense employment to new posts in the m ost 
gigantic arm am ent drive the world has ever seen. 
As yet, the march of American women into de­ 
fense industries has by no m eans been as great as 
in England or Canada. But events in our Dominion 
neighbor may well foreshadow the future in the 
United States. Persons who regard with shocked 
surprise, the thought of women building precision 
p arts for guns, making ammunition or assembling 
planes, had better not look at the Canadian w ar 
effort in which grimly earnest women in oil-streak­ 
ed jeans are standing shoulder to shoulder with 
their male co-workers. 
One-fifth the labor force of one Toronto firm 
m anufacturing machine guns and aircraft weapons 
is made up of women. 
These 800 
“rookies 
in 
skirts,” in nine-hour a day shifts, are all doing jobs 
formerly held by men. They are running lathes, 
doing acetelyne welding and precision grinding, 
operating drill presses, spline millers and polishing 
machines. Others are measuring gun parts where 
the difference of a thousandth of an inch means 
th e difference between a weapon th at works prop­ 
erly and one that won’t. Plant executives pronounce 
them selves well pleased with the skill of these 
new com ers in handling the intricate machines and 
perform ing the 3,000 operations which are requir­ 
ed for the making of the Bren gun. 
In the United States, due to a shortage of avail­ 
able men, women have begun to make their ap­ 
pearance on automotive assembly lines, as service 
station a tten d an ts and operators of light lathes. 
W hether the m en like it or not, America’s women 
ap p ear ready, willing and able to take over w her­ 
ever they are needed. 


ADLESS AIR WAVES 


Something new under the sun is due to make 
its advent soon with construction under way in 
New York of the nation’s first non-advertising ra ­ 
dio station. 
Though privately managed, the station will op­ 
erate on the sam e plan prevailing in 
European 
countries where broadcasting is governm ent con­ 
trolled. Listeners will “subscribe” to the station, 
pay a nominal listening fee, and be required to buy 
a specially designed radio enabling them to tune 
in to their station. Such a receiver is necessary, 
of course, to prevent non-subscribers from dialing 
in to programs. The ordinary radio will encounter 
only a “pig squeal” when encountering the adless 
station. 
How many persons will pay for non-advertis­ 
in g radio program s? The answ er will largely de­ 
pend on just how much, or how little, the average 
listener is now irked by commercial anouncements 
interjected so frequently in the program s he listens 
to. 
The record of America’s adless newspapers, it 
is worth noting, has been anything but successful. 
Though there have been numerous attem pts, all 
p a st ventures in the field have failed. The latest 
is the new spaper PM, still running deeply in the 
red. 
The country’s first experiment with an adless 
broadcasting station will soon indicate w hether 
non-advertising radio waves will fare better than 
th e non-advertising newspaper. 


CIVILIANS IN AVIATION 


Not only over the em battled earth in Europe, 
R ussia and the Middle E ast is aviation in the fore­ 
fro n t of the news. In the ranks of America’s civilian 
flyers who today num ber 100,000 the government 
is now seeking to find qualified pilots for the newly 
treated flight ferrying command to speed w a r 
planes to Britain. In its current survey, the govern­ 
m ent is including both m en and women. Jacque­ 
line Cochran, ace aviatrix who recently served as 
co-pilot in flying an American bomber across the 
Atlantic, is herself proof of w om en’s ability to 
serve in this field. Besides 90,000 flyers of lesser 
experience, the nation has 1,500 airline pilots, and 
another 10,000 commercial pilots of more than 200 
hours flying experience. In this large civilian force, 
which has nearly quadrupled in num ber in the last 
few years, the nation has an im portant reserve 
in n a large section of which is able and ready to 
play’a role in the preparedness program. 


A TIP FROM TH E OPM 


With an eye to the future, the OPM is begin­ 
ning to throw out a few broad hints regarding 
those items wrhere Mr. and Mrs. America can be­ 
gin some domestic and voluntary 
rationing 
of 
their own. 
It won’t be patriotic, an OPM official points out, 
to buy either a yacht or two automobiles during 
the current emergency. By and large, that admoni­ 
tion shouldn’t be hard for the public to take. The 
double-barreled pressure of 
prices 
and 
taxes 
should speak decisively on this point. 
Though Mrs. America may never have suspect­ 
ed it, nor her husband either, silk stockings, facial 
creams, astringents and perm anent wave equip­ 
m ent all have a place in the nation’s armory. Cur­ 
tailing purchases of these goods and services will 
soon be the order of the day. 
Even the lowly and dejected garbage pail is 
due for another blow in addition to the many it re­ 
ceives in liné of kitchen duty. 
Normally dipped 
five times in preservative zinc galvanizing solu­ 
tions, henceforth it will receive only three which 
will reduce its length of service. 
Because, tapioca, too, is due to find its place 
in the defense effort the millions who favor its 
puddings m ust prepare to see it disappear from 
the consumer m arket and rustle up a substitute. 
In comparison with the hunger and poverty- 
stricken standards prevailing in Europe today, or 
measured against the stiff rationing in England, 
we have been blessed with rare good fortune th at 
our sacrifices, to date, have been so few. 


TH E STALIN LINE 


W here is it—this Stalin Line— now that the 
“mutual assistance pact” has been signed between 
Russia and Britain. 
Does it still lie along the Soviet w est frontier, 
75 miles deep, from the Black Sea to the Gulf of 
Finland? Or is it nearer America—much nearer. 
The Communist Party in this country thinks 
the Line has been shifted, by a stroke of their Red 
leader’s pen, to coincide with our own borders, and 
brazenly says so. 
“The sentim ent of the American people,” the 
Communist Daily W orker announces, 
“requires 
full aid and support for the Soviet Union! It re ­ 
quires lease-lend provisions for such aid; lifting of 
all restrictions and obstacles to the U. S.-Soviet 
trade; freeing of machine shipments and Soviet 
credits. The American people desire unequivocal 
support to the Soviet Union!” 
* 
Communists may feel quite sure of that. 
But 
nobody else does. Lethargic enough in protecting 
America’s institutions and liberties from Commun­ 
ist assault, the people of this country are possibly 
not quite so fast asleep as they sometimes seem. 
They are certainly not sunk to a state where the 
Communist mouthpiece may speak for them. 
Aid to Britain, in the opinion of the majority 
of Americans, is an honorable obligation; how Brit­ 
ain uses th at aid to assist herself in her sorely be­ 
set position is her affair. But our action in aiding 
Britain is no welcoming gesture to Communism 
and the Reds well know it. 
Their interpretation of the situation is their 
own— not America’s. And their attem pt to call the 
plays for Americans is just another example of the 
malicious lengths to which they will go to attain 
their end— the final destruction of democracy and 
all it m eans to this country. Their vandalism and 
their perfidy is equalled only by the Nazis, and this 
country w ants none of either. 
As far as Americans are concerned, the Stalin 
Line is just where it has always been— on Russia’s 
west frontier.

Mid-year reports of 200 leading departm ent 
stores in California and other Pacific Coast states 
tell a cheerful story of busy cash registers and 
booming sales.

After long years of going without a few of the little 
luxuries of life are doubly appreciated.

A prom inent lum berm an told 
me this week th at he has a plan 
that will save the forests o f the 
country, and it w on't cost 
the 
public one cent. All he has to do 
is to convince FDR of the wisdom 
of the plan and it w ill surely be 
accomplished. 
If 
this 
colum n 
should see fit to publish th e plan 
he opines FDR 
and 
Congress 
would not oppose it. It is briefly 
this: Quit taxing th e tim berland 
but tax only the lum ber th a t is 
taken from the land. As it is now, 
loggers cut every available fool 
of lum ber from th e area th a t is 
being worked, and then pay no 
more taxes on th e land th a t was 
thus transform ed into a barren 
waste. The stale eventually takes 
the w asteland in lieu of taxes. 
In their haste to get the tim ber 
off the land as quickly as possi­ 
ble, no effort is m ade to save the 
young trees, and tractors drag­ 
ging out the logs destroy an av er­ 
age of 25 young trees for every 
tree converted into lum ber. If the 
forests w ere not taxed, he said, 
loggers would tak e only 
the 
"ripe" trees and carefully safe­ 
guard the rest in order to have a 
continuous crop for 
them selves 
and their children. Thus th e tax 
revenue from the lum ber would 
be m ore than th e present tax 
from tim berland, and the lum ber­ 
m en and the lax-ealers 
would 
both be more satisfied. 
Sounds 
logical. 
The same rule probably could 
be applied to our orchards. If the 
crop only w ere taxed orchardists 
would not pull up their 
trees 
after a series of lean years just 
to avoid paying taxes on trees, 
as they have been doing these 
past 10 years. 
This brings us to that age-old 
tax controversy w ith the declara­ 
tion that, after all. taxes can only 
be paid out of income, and if 
there is no income it is im possi­ 
ble to pay taxes. This does not 
im ply there should be no luxury 
taxes, for anyone w ho can afford 
luxuries can afford to pay taxes. 
In fact. I'm not even advocating 
this lum berm an's new tax plan, 
because some tax expert would 
surely come along and shoot it 
full of holes.

America that m uch of Europe has 
endured? 
Can this country defend the 
W estern 
H em isphere 
w ithout 
fighting in the E astern H em is­ 
phere? 
Is it necessary to participate in 
actual fighting in order to secure 


the necessary national defense? 
Should w e discuss these things 
calm ly and sanely now? 
O ne thing is certain, those of us 
w ho are not in close touch w ith 
th e international situation do not 
know precisely the course the n a ­ 
tion should follow and we m ust 
leave that decision to our elected 
representative in Congress. 
The nation is united on the 
need of national defense adequate 
to defend all of the W estern H em ­ 
isphere against any one or group 
of aggressors—but there is 
an 
honest 
difference of o p i n i o n 
w hether this can only be accom­ 
plished by sending troops to fight 
H itler in Europe, or by saving our 
m anpow er and be in readiness for 
him if he ever attem pts to cross 
the A tlantic. 
This question of w ar is so se­ 
rious that it should be debated. 
W hatever th e decision of C on­ 
gress m ay be, the country will 
abide by th at decision just as it 
did in 1917-18.

SHRIMP A LA CREOLE 
Though fried chicken and baked 
ham esually hold first place in 
the mind of the visitor to the South 
who has enjoyed a, real southern 
dinner, there is usually a place in 
his memory for fine seafood dish­ 
es such as 
Shrimp A La Creole 
100 fine shrimp 
1 large onion 
1 tablespoon margarine 
No. 2V4 can tomatoes, or 12 
fresh tomatoes. 
4 celery stalks 
1 clove of garlic 
1 sprig of thyme 
2 bay leaves 
salt and pepper to taste 
a dash of tabasco 
Boil the shrimp in water season­ 
ed with plenty of pepper, garlic, 
onion, bay leaf, thyme, etc. Peal 
off shells when shrimp have boil­ 
ed about 20 minutes, leaving them 
whole. Place in a dish. Chop fine 
1 onion and brown it with table­ 
spoon of margarine. Add tomatoes, 
celery, garlic, thyme, bay leaf, salt, 
pepper and a dash of tabasco.

British Not 
Daunted By 
Air Raids 


The British are undaunted by 
the terrible bombardment 
of 
their island homes, but rather 
it has spurred everyone to do 
his part in the defense of the 
island, according to a letter re­ 
ceived here recently from Ax- 
bridge, Middlesex. England. 


Everyone is in it from about 
16 years old and up, the writer 
says, and to illustrate she tells 
of her own family which is “typi­ 
cal of all, rich and poor alike.” 
“My eldest brother, who serv­ 
ed in Salónica from 18 years of 
age during the last war, is now a 
local baker at work all day and 
every day except Sunday. He is 
in the voluntary Civil Defense 
Corps attached to Air Raid Pre­ 
cautions for the district and does 
duty at his post two nights a 
week. During air raids he is call­ 
ed out to work as a stretcher 
bearer and has helped in the local 
raids to rescue victims from the 
ruins of their houses. 
He also 
cultivates a very large garden 
and with the aid of his wife and 
school girl daughter, keeps hens 
and rabbits to help to produce 
more food and save shipping. 
“The two other brothers have 
of course registered for military 
service, but have not yet been 
called up for military service. 
They are at present exempt as 
they work on National Services. 
The younger is a qualified first 
aid man and every other week is 
on duty at his work on all night 
raids. They sleep at the post to 
insure that they are on the spot 
should an emergency arise. He 
also cultivates a large garden and 
an allotment, which is commonly 
known as ‘digging for Victory.’ 
The other brother does shift work 
and they have all volunteered to 
carry on during air raids unless 
immediate danger overhead is 
threatened in order that produc­ 
tion may be maintained to its 
fullest extent. 
“My sister’s husband, as y o u 
know, is doing service with the 
R. A. F.. and she herself works 
at a nearby works where they 
produce parts for Spitfire 
air­ 
planes.” 
The English woman writes in 
an amusing way of the family 
dog which is terribly frightened 
by the sound of guns. He is the 
pet of the three-year-old son of 
the family, who wnen he goes 
to bed at night whispers to the 
dog, “Don’t be frightened of the 
guns. They won’t hurt you, go 
into the cupboard 
if 
you 
are 
frightened.” The cupboard under 
the stairs is supposed to be a safe 
place, so the dog has learned to 
go there when she hears guns. 
Tells of Raid 
Her letter contains a descrip­ 
tion of the terrific air raid on 
London on December 
30. 
The 
raid began at 6:30 p. m. and the 
following morning workers h a d 
great difficulty getting to work 
as everything was 
disorganized 
and the city was still burning. 
“Streets and streets were razed 
to the ground, including our of­ 
fices, and everything was lost,” 
she writes. “It was heartbreaking 
to see the dear old City in such 
a state and it burned for days­ 
like this. You could not get near 
for smoke and water and you 
should have seen the poor fire­ 
men and A.R.P. workers. Almost 
at their wits end to know which 
way to turn. 
Fortunately there 
were not many casualties as it 
happened on a Sunday evening 
and not many people actually live 
in the City, mostly caretakers and 
such like. This taught the author­ 
ities a lesson and fire watching 
for fire and incendiary bombs is 
now compulsory night and day. 
“My description of the fire is 
very poor; it swept right through 
the center, wrecking many of the 
churches and also the Guild hall. 
It missed St. Paul’s, however, but 
I can’t imagine how, as buildings 
very near were completely gut­ 
ted. It also missed the Mansion 
House, Royal Exchange and Bank 
of England, all notable buildings 
standing very near each other, 
but they have had high explosives 
at the bank since but they fell in 
the 
roadway 
and 
went 
right 
through the subway and killed a 
lot of people who were sheltering 
there. We were very fortunate in 
securing temporary office accom­ 
modations and are carrying on as 
best we can like hundreds 
of 
other people. We started off with 
a few boxes but have since got a 
few desks and other things to 
carry on with. We did meet in 
the street for two or three days. 
The weather has been at its worst 
too, but still we have survived 
and that is the main thing. For­ 
tunately the night raids have not 
been so severe since, and we had 
a quiet time for three nights at 
Christmas. 
The shelters in the 
gardens got so damp that we have 
had to give up sleeping in them. 
We have, however, moved th e 
beds downstairs and sleep on the 
ground floor, which is consider­ 
ed safer. Nearly everybody does.

The upstairs of our houses are not 
used at all but we shall soon put 
them in order when the war has 
been won. 
“How pleased everybody was 
here to know that Mr. Roosevelt 
was re-elected. We followed the 
campaign eagerly and 
listened 
whenever possible to 
different 
opinions on the radio; and when 
it was announced we all felt that 
another victory had been added 
to the list. Mr. Wendell Willkie 
has just returned to the U.S.A. 
I think he was most favorably 
impressed by all our efforts and 
he seemed to make it his business 
to find out for himself and not 
just judge by the appearance of 
things.” 
It seems that everyone 
has 
plenty to eat but not a great deal 
of variety as this excerpt from 
the letter, written in March, will 
show. 
Menus Limited 
“The food question is a bit of a 
problem. We do not actually go 
hungry, but how we miss the lux­ 
uries we had grown so used to 
having. I think the women and 
children miss sweets and 
fruit 
more than anything else. 
There 
are very few sweets about and 
they are very expensive and all 
imports of fruits have been stop­ 
ped for duration to conserve ship­ 
ping space. At this time of the 
year there is no English fruit 
available 
and 
without 
apples, 
bananas, oranges, grapefruit, life 
is very dull. The men miss their 
meat mostly, as our ration is very 
small. We are allowed %d worth 
each per week but supplies are 
not always available, and as it is 
much dearer than in peace time 
we do not get much for %d. Ba­ 
con is scarce and rationed. Eggs 
are almost non-existent as owing 
to the shortage of food for fowls, 
etc., most of them have had to be 
killed off. This also applies to 
pigs and other ^livestock. We are 
lucky if we can get one egg per 
person per week. Cheese is very 
scarce and jam, marmalade, and 
syrup are now rationed. Get 8 
ounces of either (not each) per 
month. 
We have no difficulty 
with bread and get a good ration 
of butter now. We have l a r g e 
stocks of potatoes in the country 
and also a large stock of oatmeal. 
Nevertheless our menus are very 
dull, but we are looking forward 
to enjoying our own stocks of 
fresh vegetables in the spring and 
summer as every available patch 
of land is being.cultivated. There 
are no onions in the country at 
present as we depended mostly 
on imports, but nearly everybody 
has sown seed for good supplies 
for the future. Our sugar ration 
at home runs out the quickest. I 
expect it is the cups of cocoa and 
coffee that run away with 
it. 
They have stopped the importa­ 
tion of tinned fruit from overseas 
and we miss all the good things 
we used to get from California. 
Confident of Victory 
“Everybody is very confident 
of victory, thanks to the lease and 
lend bill and I think the general 
public 
think 
as much of Mr. 
Roosevelt as they do of Mr. 
Churchill. We all realize that with 
the U.S.A. standing at our side, 
we cannot be beaten 
and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt does not even say in his 
speeches now that all help short

Barbara Fritche 


The letter from ReV. John Rob­ 
ertson M acartney, pastor of the 
Community church, who is keep­ 
ing readers of The Desert Sun 
informed 
of 
his 
w anderings 
through the summer, this week 
comes from Frederick. M aryland, 
the home of Barbara Fritchie and 
Francis Scott Key, and rich in 
historic lore. 
“It was here w here Stonewall 
Jackson and his arm y in 1862, 
when they occupied 
Frederick, 
passed the house 
w here 
dw elt 
B arbara Fritchie,’’ Rev. M acart­ 
ney w rites. “The old lady, ninety 
years of age, refused to rem ove 
the flag she idolized. She was a 
vigorous and real personality. The 
order of ‘fire’ was given. A volley 
rang out. The staff w as broken, 
the flag shot down and the w in ­ 
dow shattered. 
Instantly w rap­ 
ping the flag about her and lean­ 
ing far out, she uttered the m em ­ 
orable words, ‘Shoot if you dare 
this old grey head, but spare your 
country’s flag. 
“A bashed the general gave the 
order that anyone harm ing her 
should die like a dog, and all day 
long th e flag was displayed be­ 
fore the m arching C onfederate 
soldiers. 
“Each year thousands of visi­ 
tors from all parts of the world 
come ot Frederick to visit the lit­ 
tle house on W est Potrich street 
from whose attic window Barbara 
Fritchie 
shouted 
her 
defiance. 
W hittier has im m ortalized 
t h e 
episode with all the ardor and 
glamor befitting the w ar period 
in which it was enacted. I sug­ 
gest our young 
folk 
of Palm 
Springs read again th at stirring 
poem. 
"The house is now a museum 
filled w ith relics. Her cradle, bed, 
chair, spinning wheel, 
dresser, 
knife and fork, some fancy pieces 
done by her. In th e cem etery is a 
fine m em orial to her 
and 
in 
bronze the w hole of W hittier's 
poem. 
E verything 
is 
B arbara 
Fritchie hereabouts. 
For 
miles 
you 
see 
advertised 
Barbara 
Fritchie candy and ice cream . 
“May the m antle of her heroic 
and patriotic spirit rest upon the 
shoulders of every young A m er­ 
ican woman, w hether h er name 
be B arbara or w hatever—m ay she 
step forw ard to be 
w orthy 
of 
such a country as ours. It was 
womanhood's prayer for it that 
m ade m anhood dare for it. 
"As we enter the Mount Olivet 
cem etery w e are arrested by an 
appropriate m onum ent to Francis 
Scott Key, author of ‘T he Star 
Spangled Banner.' 
“It was after th e B ritish had 
burned the capitol that Francis 
Scott Key. under a flag of truce, 
w as received on board th e flag 
ship of the British navy to nego­ 
tiate an exchange of prisoners. 
The B ritish were about to begin 
a bom bardm ent of Fort Henry. 
He was detained on board ship 
w hile the bom bardm ent w as in 
progress. 
That w as the longest 
night he ever spent—all through 
th at awful night of bombs burst­ 
ing in air, Francis Scott K ey was 
filled w ith anxiety as to how the 
fort was holding out. 
“With th e first glimpse 
of 
dawn, he peered 
through 
the 
morning mists, and to his 
un­ 
speakable joy. ‘the flag w as still 
there.' Then and there cam e t ' 
him the inspiration to w rite the 
lines, w hich gave him im m ortal 
fam e and gave us o u r national an­ 
them . Upon his release as 
the 
B ritish sailed away, he hastened 
to perfect the verses. The poem 
was immediately printed in B alti­ 
m ore and that very evening set 
to music. W e need not attem pt to 
repeat the entire tex t of the story. 
It is engraved in bronze on that 
m onum ent in Frederick and upon 
the heart of every true A m er 
ican.”

Highway Patrol 


Warns Against 


Increasing Speed 


Don’t m ake the m istake of try ­ 
ing to go ten miles an hour faster 
than the speed at which you have 
been accustomed to travel just be­ 
cause the bill increasing the m ax­ 
imum prim a facie speed allowed 
from 45 to 55 miles an hour has 
been signed. 
This w arning was issued joint­ 
ly today by Jam es M. C arter and 
E. Raymond Cato, director of mo­ 
tor vehicles and chief of the Cali­ 
fornia H ighway Patrol, respec­ 
tively. 
A ctually, the new law merely 
legalizes speeds at w hich m otor­ 
ists have been allowed to travel 
for a long time, these officials 
said. 
H ighw ay patrolm en have 
recognized for a long tim e that 
speeds in excess of 45 miles an 
hour could be perm itted w i t h 
safety under certain 
conditions 
and have granted some 
toler­ 
ance. 
However, 55 miles an hour was 
declared by both C arter and Cato 
to be close the “danger point” for 
any and all conditions and little 
tolerance of any above th a t fig­ 
ure will be allowed even under 
the best of conditions. 
The officials also w arned that 
55 miles an hour under 
many 
conditions would be regarded as 
extrem ely unsafe and would be 
certain to evoke citations from 
traffic officers. 
“H ighway officers will continue 
to enforce the speed laws,” they 
said. 


RURAL CARRIERS 
AGENTS FOR 
DEFENSE STAMPS 


Thirty-tw o thousand rural mail 
carriers are now acting as agents 
in the sale of Defense Savings 
Stam ps, postal officials have in­ 
formed the Treasury D epartm ent. 
Demand for the stam ps in sparse­ 
ly settled districts caused t h e 
Postoffice D epartm ent to author­ 
ize the carriers to act as salesmen. 
The stam ps range in value from 
ten cents to five dollars. 
P u r­ 
chasers are given album s in which 
they can be m ounted. W hen fill­ 
ed, the album s may b e exchanged 
for Defense Savings Bonds. 
Postoffice officials recalled that 
ru ra l m ail carriers acted in sim i­ 
lar capacities in 1917 and 1918 
selling W ar Savings Stamps.
